3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the main reason for 
the allowance of claim 1 is that the prior art fails to disclose a shock absorber pivotally 
connected to one of said main fi-ame portion and the link at a pivot axis and pivotally connected 
to said articulating fi-ame portion at another pivot axis near the hub axis. The main reason for 
the allowance of claims 10 and 14 is that the prior art fails to disclose a shock absorber pivotally 
connected to one of said main fi-ame and said link at a first end and pivotally connected to said 
articulating fi-ame portion near said hub axis at a second end. The main reason for the allowance 
of claim 18 is that the prior art fails to disclose a shock absorber connected to said bicycle frame

respect to said main frame portion, a first end of said shock absorber being pivotally connected 
to said articulating frame portion near said hub axis.
